Two councils were held, after which Sitting Bull as- 
sured Col. Irving that he was going over to the United 
States Government, but he would not say just when he 
would start. He told Allison that the weather was very 
cold, and that his people were poorly clad, and that he 
must wait for warm days to move. Allison gives it as 
his opinion~that Sitting Bull- has a lingering hope that 
Major Walsh will yet return and that he can communi- 
cate —- with him. 

Col. H. M. Black, commanding Fort Assinniboine, 
has forwarded to the War Department a letter from 
Fort Welsh, to the effect that a French half-breed 
named Tempt Convert was shot and killed by Indians. 

A dispatch from Fort Stockton, Tex., Dec. 7, says: 
** Persons who had just arrived from San Elizario re- 
port that a Mexican from Chihuahua had brought 
appalling particulars of the devilment done by the 
escaped and desperate remnant of Victoria’s band in 
the neighborhood of that town. Between twenty and 
thirty men, women and children are known to have 
been murdered and mutilated in a most horrible manner. 
A detachment of ten men returning with Gen. Terassas 
after the abandonment of Victoria’s camp were attacked 
bY about thirty Indians a few days ago. Only General 

erassas and One man escaped.” 

In the U, 8. Circuit Court, Dec. 83, Judge Dundy de- 
cided that the Ponca tribe of Indians has the right to 
its Nebraska lands.

Cou. Tuos. L. Casey, U. 8. A.,fengineer in charge of the 
Washington Monument, has submitted to the joint commis- 
sion his annual report detailing the work done upon the 
monument during the year ending Nov. 30, 1880. The 
strengthening of the foundation, as contemplated by the 
project of July 27, 1878, was finished May 29, 1880. The 
report says : “‘ Considering the strengthening foundation as 
a new one, the area of its base is 16,000 square feet, and it, 
depth 36 feet 10 inches. The old foundation had an area of 
base of 6,400 square feet, with a depth of 23 feet 4 inches- 
Since the sub-foundation was completed on the Ist of 
November, 1879, about 17,000 tons’ load has been placed 
upon it, and no appreciable change in the relative levels of 
the four corners of the shaft has been caused by the weight. 
The entire work of underpinning the monument has been 
accomplished without causing the slightest crack or the least 
opening ia any joint of that portion of the monument 
already constructed, which portion, including the founda- 
tion, was 80 feet square at its base, and weighed 71,500,000 
pounds. The net cost of the new foundation has been 
$94,473.92. On the 10th of July last the embankment 
around the monument was finished, furnishing terrace 30 
feet in width and 17 feet above the general surface of the 
site.” 

We are sorry to learn that Mrs. Emma Haskin Webster, 
wife of ist Lieut. I. T. Webster, 1st Artillery, died at her 
home, at the University of Nebraska, Lincoln, at 8.40 4. M., 
Monday, Nov. 29. She had been suffering for almost a year 
from a lingering illness, which kept her quite closely indoors. 
The remains were taken for interment to Mt. Vernon, Iowa, 
her former home, where is situated the college at which 
Lieut. Webster first met her, when he was stationed there 46 
military instructor. The cadets of Nebraska University, 
where Lieut. Webster is now military instructor, acted as 
escort to the Union Pacific train. The funeral exercises st 
Mt. Vernon were held at the Methodist church. The church 
was beautifully decorated with wreaths of flowers and ever 
greens, and the pulpit was draped in mourning. On the 
casket were a beautiful wreath and harp, wrought in hot 
house buds and blossoms, the gift of the cadets of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. The funeral services were conducted 
by Professor Hugh Boyd, an old friend. The local paper 
says: ‘Mrs. Webster was a lady of many accomplishments 
and possessed of many qualities of heart and mind, which 
greatly endeared her to a -.rge circle of friends. During 
the long and painful illness, preceding that which was the 
immediate cause of her death, Mrs. Webster was a great 
sufferer, but was cheerful and uncomplaining.

Irving, who reside near 
Glasgow, petitioned the British Government to ask for the 
remains. Our Government placed them at the disposal of 
the British Consul in New York, wholundertook the duty of 
sending them home.

Tue Arizona Citizen of a recent date recalls some pleasant 
incidents of the President’s party to Tucson. It says that 
the party seemed like a picnic excursion and that ‘‘ General 
Sherman, who is said to know more people than any other 
man in the United States, at once made the acquaintance of 
the gentlemen in the citizens’ car, whither he repaired soon 
after the train left Casa Grande. As a gentleman present 
remarked, the bluff and hearty old General is the ‘best 
single-handed talker in the United States,’ and he fully sus- 
tained his reputation.” It adds that the General was full of 
reminiscences and that ‘‘his vast fund of droll humor was 
greatly enjoyed by those present. In answer to a remark 
from the gentlemen present to the effect that Victoria would 
not now be liable to bother them on the home trip, the Gen- 
eral said with one of his inimitable winks, ‘Oh, Victoria 
wouldn’t bother me; if there’s any scalping to be done, I 
generally do it myself.’ He added, in a more serious vein : 
‘No, gentleman ; when the railway is completed and you 
have a thorough line to the Atlantic, the Indian problem will 
have been solved as far as you in Arizona are concerned.’ 
Col. Zabriskie reminded the General of the camels which 
were once imported years ago into the southern country and 
used for transportation purposes across the desert plains of 
New Mexico and Arizona, and informed him that a large 
herd of camels were now in the Gila valley—the descendants 
of the first importations. This called up in the General’s 
mind a train of reflections, and he remarked that a transcon- 
tinental main line of communication between the South and 
California was by no means a new idea. It was one of the 
pet schemes of Jefferson Davis before the war—a scheme by 
which he hoped to gain California and California’s interests 
to the South and hold them bya bond of communication 
over these very plains. ‘Jeff Davis,’ added the General, 
‘ was never for secession ; he always opposed secession. He 
is of a most despotic nature, and he wanted to rule the whole 
country. He strained every nerve to accomplish it, and if 
he had succeeded you would all to-day be under his heel. 
He didn’t waut secession—he wanted empire.’ The report 
given of Gen. Sherman's speech at Tucson is also consider- 
ably fuller and more interesting than that which came by 
telegraph.

Now, however, the railway practically solved the Indian 
problem, and hereafter but two regiments would be stationed 
here. The post at Yuma would be abolished, Grant and 
Bowie would be consolidated near the railway, and Huachuca 
and Rucker would be increased. He did not think of any 
other change of importance in military matters just at 
present. In conclusion, he hoped all who heard him would 
strive to foster a spirit of nationality and be Americans in 
every sense of the word. The American flag floats over this 
whoie land, and wherever that overshadows a man he is free.

Davip Brapy, 95 years old, one of the English soldiers 
who guarded Napoleon at St. Helena, was brought into a 
police court at Toronto, Ont., a few days ago, and sent to 
jail for sixty days on a charge of vagrancy. 

CrTewayo—once a king, now a prisoner in a wooden box in 
Cape Town Castle—with three women, if not four, in at- 
tendance on him, is rationed like a convict by the Cape Gov- 
ernment, or the Crown. In seven days they get 15lb. of fresh 
beef, 91b. bread, 6lb. of potatoes, Ilb. coffee, 2lb. sugar, 
8oz. salt, 2 eandles, 1 bar of soap. 

At Kalisch, in Poland, the Colonel of the Emperor's 
Hussars quarrelled with one of his captains, who challenged 
him. The colonel reported the case, and a Court-martial was 
ordered. Meeting the colonel one day in the regimenta) 
office, the captain said: ‘‘ Colonel, your conduct towards me 
is mean and ungentlemanly.” The colonel drew his revolver, 
and aiming at the captain’s head, exclaimed, ‘‘ Another word, 
and I fire!” The captain replied, ‘‘ You are a scoundrel !” 
The colonel on this pulled the trigger, but the weapon snap- 
ped. Hethen shouted “ Away with you!” but the captain, 
who had drawn his sword, and held it so that the handle 
should partly cover his face, answered, ‘‘ No! fire at me if you 
dare. Heaven perhaps will protect me.” The colonel did 
fire, the bullet striking the captain in the cheek, and coming 
out behind the lower jaw. The captain then turned, when 
the colonel pulled the trigger a third time, and wounded his 
resistless victim in the left hand. A Staff captain then came 
up, and had the wounded man removed to an hotel, where 
he was attended by a surgeon. The colonel proceeded at 
once to Warsaw, whence he returned three days later, and 


resumed command of his regiment ; the captain was sent un- 
der arrest to Warsaw. 


Amone the other instances of jobbery in Russia the 
heads of Russian dockyards receive in excess of their 
salary a percentage on all metal bought and sold by 
them. At the Galerni Dockyard, on the Neva, the 
head of the dockyard recently reported that there was a 
vast waste of fuel, owing to the workshops being sup- 
plied with steam power from engines of too awkward a 
size, an engine of 50-horse power being more con- 
venient than the existing two of 30 and 40-horse power 
respectively. The recommendation was agreed to, 
although, asa matter of fact, the horse power in use 
barely suffices to keep the 30-horse power engine in 
employ, and a few days ago there was a fine sale of old 
metal. The 30-horse power engine, costing 30,000 
roubles and only a few years old, realized 580 roubles, 
and the 40-horse power 784 roubles. A lot of new 
machinery, ordered from England in 1877, but never 
set up or used, was included in the old metal, and a 
well-known engineer's firm of St. Petersburg bought up 
the whole, with the engines, for a sum total of 4,000 
roubles, or $2,500. A like sum was paid over the same 
day by the firm in question to the head of the dockyard, 
and a transaction of a similar character marked the 
transfer to the same firm of the order for the new 
engines of 50-horse power. This transaction will recall

Gallant Conduct of a Cadet Midshipman.—Rear-Admiral 
Clitz, commanding the Asiatic Station, has forwarded to the 
Navy Department the following report of Commander Samp- 
son, dated Yokohama, Japan, Oct. 28: ‘‘It gives me pleasure 
to call your attention to the gallant conduct of Cadet. Mid- 
shipman Beale, attached to this vessel. On the 11th inst., 
Mr. Beale and one of the warrant officers of this ship were 
passengers in the Yokoska steamer from Yokohama, While 
the steamer was going at full speed, the warrant officer lost 
his balance and fell overboard. Mr. Beule immediately 
called out to stop the boat, and threw a life buoytohim. A 
glance at his struggles convinced Mr. Beale that the man 
could not swim, and, consequently, would be unable to reach 
the buoy. He thereupon jumped overboard, and swam to 
his assistance, sustaining him in the water until the steamer 
had been put about and had gone to their aid. The officer 
would undoubtedly have been drowned but for Midshipman 
Beale’s prompt action.” This gallant act of Mr. Beale re- 
ceived praise from every one, and Rear-Admiral Clitz 
addressed him a complimentary letter, saying he should re- 
port the circumstances to rhe Navy Department for its action. 
Cadet. Midshipman Joseph Beale is the son of Medical 
Director Joseph Beale, of Philadelphia, who was several 
years Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. The 
Yokohama Gazette contains this allusion to the matter: ‘ An 
accident which might have terminated fatally but for an ex- 
hibition of pluck and presence of mind occurred yesterday. 
Two American naval officers were on board the Yokoska boat, 
and one of them suddenly overbalanced and fell into the 
water. His brother officer quickly threw off his coat, plunged 
into the water, and succeeded in supporting him until the 
steamer could be brought round to pick them both up. We 
have been asked not to publish names or we should have 
been very pleased to place on record the hero of so gallant 
an action.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue severe cold on the northern lakes has filled the United 
States marine hospitals with frostbitten sailors. Medical

RearR-ADMIRAL CuiTz reports that on Oct. 31 was cele- 
brated the anniversary of the birth of the King of Portugal.

Fourts Avp1ror BEARDSLEY, in his recent annual report, 
says regarding the three months’ extra pay of soldiers of the 
Mexican war: ‘: Of the number of claims settled in this div- 
ision, 824 were for the three months’ extra pay authorized 
by the act of February 19, 1879, for services in the war with 
Mexico, and amount to the sum of $34,800.33 in the aggre- 
gate. Complaint has been made in some.instances, origin- 
ating, no doubt, from a misapprehension of the facts that 
the construction placed upon this law has to a very great 
extent defeated the intention of Congress. The act provides 
that the gratuity is to be paid subject to the limitations con- 
tained in the act of July 18. 1848. That law was passed for 
the exclusive benefit of persous who were employed in the 
military service during the Mexican war, and limited the 
payment to those who served out their term of engagement 
or haye been or may be honorably discharged, and to the 
widows, children, etc., of those who have been killed in bat- 
tle or who died in servicg, or who, having been honorably 
discharged, have since died or may hereafter die without 
receiving the three months’ pay. The term ‘ honorably dis- 
charged,’ as used in the laws, applied to the enlisted men 
and to the volunteer officers of the Army who received an 
honorable discharge when mustered out at the close of the 
war, or when their services were no longer required. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the limitations of the law of 1848 ne- 
cessarily excluded those officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who resigned their positions or remained in the ser- 
vice, and also the heirs of those who resigned or died in the 
service, after the 19th of July, 1848. A bill amending the 
act of February, 1879, is now before Congress, and if it 
should become a law, it is presumed that all officers and men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, who were employed in the 
prosecution of the war with Mexico, and who have not been 
dishonorably discharged, will become entitled to a gratuity.” 
The aggregate of the Navy Pension fund in the Treasury is 
mentioned as being $14,000,000, on which the Government 
pays interert at three per cent., amounting to $420.0u0 a 
year. Mr, Beardsley mentions that there are annually bills 
introduced in Congress designed to make inroads upon this 
fund and to divert it from its proper purpose, He hopes 
that any new bill of the sort which may be introduced dur- 
ing the coming session wil] be defeated, so that the amount 
of the principal may not be cut down, and that the annual 
income ma o devoted to those officers and men and their 
widows and children for whom it was designed.

To the Members of the Navy Mutual Aid Association : 

Ar a meeting of the members of the association at- 
tached to the Naval Academy, held this day, for the 
purpose of considering the proposed amendments of the 
By-Laws to be voted upon at the next annual meeting, 
January 4, 1881, at Washington, D.C., the: following 
resolution was adopted: ‘‘That the proposed “amend- 
ments be considered seriatim, the sense of the meeting 
be taken upon each one; that a committee of three be 
appointed by the chairman to present the conclusions 
of the meeting in writing, which shall be signed by the 
concurring members present in Annapolis; one copy to 
be forwarded to the secretary of the association with the 
request that it be read at the annual meeting in Jauuary 
next, another copy to the Army anp Navy Journat for 
publication in order that the views of this meeting may 
be conveyed to other members of the association.” 

In uccordance with the above resolution, the proposed 
ameudments were separately considered and voted 
upon, and a committee was appointed by the chairman 
for the purpose of drawing up in writing the 
sentiment of the meeting, and Bore j4 ully refer the 
conclusions arrived at to the B of Directors and 
members of the association iu general. 

All the proposed amendments were agreed to with the 
following exceptions, viz.: 

Sec. 2, Art. V. { Granting compensation to the Secretary 

Sec. 4, Art. VIL. and Treasurer. 

Sec. 3, rt. beatae ey: the entrance fee from $5 

to #10. 

Sec. 9, Art. VIII. t Creating a Reserve Fund by making 

Sec. 11, Art. VIII. fifteen montbly assessments. 

Sec. 10, Art. VIII.—Authorizing the use of interest on 
bonds and the receipts from fines as 
an Expense Fund, in addition to 
that already existing. 

While opposing the granting of a regular salary to 
the Secretary and Treasurer, we are in favor of engaging 
temporary clerical aid on the occasion of the death of 
any member or members, the money so required to, be 
taken from the Expense Fund. 

As the present members, numbering over 350, have 
paid but $5 entrance fee, we can see no reason why 
officers of the Navy who may hereafter join the asso- 
ciation should be required to pay $10 entrance fee. 

Recognizing the great necessity of a reserve fund to 
meet the claims occasioned by the death of several mem- 
bers simultaneously, we deem a fund composed of ten 
assessments ample for the present, and that it should be 
tormed by making quarterly assessments upon mem- 
bers, in addition to all death assessments, which would 
provide the necessary fund in two and one-half years. 
In our opinion the collection of the assessments monthly 
will cause unnecessary hardship upon the older _mem- 
bers, who would have to pay from $6.78 - to. $13.08 
monthly. 

We are opposed to the use of interest on bonds, re- 
ceipts from fines, and. entrance fees, for an expense 
fund, and recoinmend that the above sources of revenue 
be added to the reserve fund immediately on receipt, 
which fund shall never be used ex to.meet, the 
claims of several deaths occurring simultaneously. If 
the present expense fund, created by asses: 
member ten cents on each death notice, is not t 
to meet the expenses of postage, printing, staplonery 
and temporary clerical aid, ‘we recommend that the 
amount be increased to fifteen or twenty cents.

Tue development of the destructive capabilities of 
the Nordenfelt gun, says the London Standard of Nov. 
24, has led the Admiralty to recognize the necessity of 
increasing the thickness of plates intended as a protec- 
tion to those torpedo and other boats which, in certain 
contingencies, would have to face the fire of these 
weapons.

AMERICAN SOLDIERS IN EGYPT. 
OME years ago a notice appeared in the ARMY AND 
Navy JournNat inviting American officers and ex- 
officers to enterthe Egyptian service. Those whorespond- 
ed to this and previous invitations to enter the service of 
the Khedive were Maj.-Generals Henry A. Mott, C. P. 
Stone, and W. W. Loring; Brig.-Generals C. C. Sibley, 
Carrol Tevis, and Sparrow Purdy; Colonels Alex. Rey- 
nolds, T. G. Rhett, W. H. Jenifer, Beverly Kennon, 
Frank Reynolds, Vanderbilt Allen, Edw. Warren, M. D., 
R. E. Colston, Wm. McE. Dye, Robert M. Rogers, 
C. C. Long, W. H. Ward, Chas. B. Field, Samuel 
Lockett, H. G. Prout, and C. Macomb Mason; Lieut.- 
Colonels Wm. W. Dunlap, Jas. Bassel, H. B. Reed, 
C. J. Graves, and H. C. Derrick ; Majors Parrys, Hunt, 
White, W. C. Campbell, Eugene Fechet, Chancellor M, 
Martin, W. B. Hall, J. D. Dennison, Chas. F. Loshe, 
Robt. Schuyler Lamson, Dr. Johnson, and W. H. Wil- 
son, M. D.; Captains Freeman, Irgens, John Savage, 
James Morgan, David Essex Porter. 
We give these officers the highest rank they held in 
the Egyptian service. Of the forty-four 15 were gradu- 
ates of the Military Academy and six of the Naval 
Academy, ten are dead, six of them dying in 
Egypt. Of them all but one, General Stone, re- 
mains in the Egyptian service. The first, Gen. Mott, 
entered that service, in 1869 and in 1878 the last of these 
officers, Gen. Stone excepted, was discharged. 
The story of this miscarriage of the Khedive’s attempt 
to reform his military service by the employment of 
foreign talent is told in Col. Dye’s interesting book, 
‘*Egypt and Abyssinia.”* 
‘* When the American officers first arrived in Egypt,” 
Col. Dye tells us, ‘“‘ they were affably received by the 
Khedive and his courteous son, Prince Hussein, at that 
time Minister of War. The glitter and show were so 
overwhelming that some of these officers soon became 
demoralized—the tutor became scholar—and affected 
the indolence, the extravagance, the manners generally 
of the country. A few were loth to walk; they must 
have a carriage to go even a square; their houses were 
called palaces; their movements were pompous, and 
their language and thoughts most magniloquent. But 
within a few short years from that time the varnish had 
worn away, the rust had stolen into their little hark, the 
timbers began to creak, the helmsman abandoned his 
post, and they were carried into unknown waters. Here 
pirates ruled; the bark was threatened by boarders ; 
its flag went down, and the captain deserted his charge. 
The crew, borne by unfamiliar currents among breakers,

The explanation of the 
causes of the disastrous results of this expedition to the 
Egyptians is very interesting. Of the 5,200 men the 
Egyptians had taken to the field about 400, mostly 
mounted men and officers, returned armed to the fort 
after the first serious encounter with the enemy. Nearly 
1,600 wounded men unarmed—in a double sense, some 
of them—also came in. There were killed outright or 


The remainder, say 2,200, were taken prisoners. Of 
these 1,000 were massacred and the others taken away 
to be tormented, tortured, or butchered, according to 
the caprice of their captors. The Egyptian loss in killed 
and wounded is estimated at 500. Of the scenes after 


the battle Col. Dye says: 

The wounded men began coming in, and many of them 
with such terrible wounds! Some of us had seen fields of 
slain in other lands, their dead commonly with but little 
spots of blood in view—only an occasional shell-distigured 
corpse. But here by the hundreds came as if for burial, limp- 
ing, tottering naked forms, blood from head to foot, and the 
blood still flowing from such ghastly wounds as are elsewhere 
seldom seen even in the grave. Many of these poor crea- 
tures had first been shot, and then overtaken, lanced and 
speared and speared again, only to finally have their hands 
cut off, after receiving from the cavalrymen several double- 
handed strokes of the scimitar which left great gashes on the 
head, neck, and shoulders such as were too horrible to be 
described. Yet these poor suffering creatures were alive! 
Where else, or under what other circumstances could men 
thus hacked and cut almost literally to pieces have lived? 
Men only of the finest physique, with blood in pure condition, 
and with peculiar phlegmatic temperament, enjoying bracing 
mountain air, could recover from the nervous shock and en- 
dure the pain long enough to build up systems so depleted by 
loss of blood as were those of these men. 

There was no water to be had, and the only care shown 
these poor creatures until the third day thereafter was the 
dragging each morning of the dead from among the living. 
They cried and prayed for water all night, all the next day, 
and that night too; but only a very few of them received 
any. I can still hear their mournful cries to Abdallah! 

Abdallah! or other friend for water, which I then heard for 

two days and nights, or until their feeble voices were hushed 

forever. But no pitying man or angel responded to that cry, 

nor was one drop of water lifted to the parched tongue. All 
the principal surgeons were missing or disabled, and it was 
not until the third day that this pile of sufferers received 
surgical attention. Even then all operations were performed 
without the aid of anwsthetics ; and some of the wounded 

had to suffer two, and even three, amputations at the hands 
of overtasked native butchers. And after all their agonies, 

only about two hundred, out of sixteen hundred wounded, 

lost their lives. 








WE invite attention to the interesting letter of an 
Army officer on Organs for the Army, published in our 
columns of correspondence for this week. The eighth 
annual report of the Ladies’ Union Mission School Asso- 
ciation, mentioned by our correspondent, states that its 
object as defined by article second of its constitution is 
to aid in promoting Christian knowledge in destitute 
places in our own country, and to co-operate in this work 
with the chaplains and officers of the U. 8. Army and 
Navy stationed on our frontier; to assist missionaries 
already established, to help mission schools, and to 
engage in any other pioneer work. 

Amongst its corresponding members we find the 
names of Mrs. A. J. Alexander, Fort Ellis, Montana; 
Mrs. Young, Fort Clark, Texas; Mrs. J. W. Martin, 
Fort Sill, Indian Ter. ; Mrs. Girard, Fort Keogh, Mon- 
tana; Mrs. D. F. McFarland, Fort Wrangel, Alaska; 
Mrs. Burnham, Fort Bayard, N. M., and Mrs. Pearson, 
Fort Yates, Dakota. The Secretary’s report says: 
Early in the autumn of 1879 the committee in charge of 
the work at the military posts issued circulars to all the prin- 
cipal garrisons on our northern and southwestern frontier, 
offering to purchase articles for Christmas festivals, and also 
to purchase and forward organs to the posts, whenever re- 
quests were made for either or both articles, accompanied by 
a suitable remittance, The responses made to these offers, 
amounted to $106 including $30 raised at Fort Ellis, Mon- 
tana, by a member of our committee, who ordered the arti- 
cles from St. Louis, and who has sent us an account of the 
Christmas festival at Ft. Ellis. From Ft. Yates, Dakota, we 
received $20, to which the society added $11; from Fort 
Concho, Texas, 35; from Fort Dodge, Kansas, $15, and 
from Fort Clark, Texas, 336. We also received a small sum 
from a lonely post in Arizona. We regretted that some of 
the requests for articles for Christmas trees came too late to 
enable us to send them by express or through the quarter- 
master, and we were obliged to entrust some fragile things 
to the mail bag, but they all reached their destination in good 
time. 
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the Christmas tree, last year, wasa great success. From 
Fort Yates, Dakota, another correspondent wrote that 
the festival was appointed for the post theatre, with 
music by the 17th Infantry band. At Fort Ellis, Mon- 
tana, the mercury the day before Christmas was 40 
degrees below zero, but they had a fine Christmas eve 
tree, the first one that the children at the post had 
ever seen. .The band played during the evening, and 
the evening’s entertainment was crowned with a supper 
to the officers and their families. 

Organs were sent during last year to Forts Ellis, 
Bayard, Bowie, Davis, and 
to the training ship Minnesota. All these were acknow- 
ledged in letters showing how gratefully they were 
received. Books were sent to Fort Bayard and other 
Foris, and gift books to the graduating classes at West 
Point and Annapolis. These statements may give 
additional interest to the letter we speak of.

Tue Denver Daily Tribune has this good word for 
Gen. Hatch: ‘In casting about for a worthy colonel 
to promote to a brigadier-generalship, the military au- 
thorities cannot bestow a compliment wore worthily or 
place a trust more wisely, than by selecting Colonel 
Edward Hatch, Commander of the District of New 
Mexico, to fill the vacancy. The promotion is one that 
he has earned by long years of faithful work in the ser- 
vice of his Government. A brave and successful officer 
during the civil war, he has since the close of that strife 
continued to fill responsible positions which have proved 
the severest test of his courage as a soldier, and his ea- 
pacity asa director of soldiers. As Commander of the 
District which has for many years been in his charge, 
he has been compelled to perform duties in every way 
as arduous as those which ,have fallen to most briga- 
diers. This district is, in fact, a department except in 
name, and contains more unruly Indians, besides bor- 
dering on Mexico for hundreds of miles, than any de- 
partment inthe country. Since he came into command 
General Hatch has been called upon to deal with the 
Utes, the Navajoes, the Comanches, and the Apaches. 
Chief Victoria, were he living, would be the best wit- 
ness obtainable of General Hatch’s fitness for his posi- 
tion, for, notwithstanding he was not in at the death, 
when that wily warrior breathed his last, he was caught 
in the trap set for him by Hatch. It was he who made 
the subjugation possible, with, of course, the advice of 
Gen. Pope, and the assistance of Gen. Buell and other 
subordinates. The powers that be should not let such 
service pass without substantial recognition.” 

An officer also sends us from the New Merican the 
following commendatory extract, to the same effect : 

From present indications it will not be long before 
another brigadier-general will be created from the ranks 
of the colonels of cavalry, infantry, or artillery, and the 
New Mexican believes that Gen. Edward Hatch, Colonel 
of the 9th Cavalry, and the ranking cavalry colonel, is 
the officer who deserves more than any other this pro- 
motion. Gen. Hatch has been nineteen years in the 
Army, and during that time he has won for himself an 
enviable and proud reputation as a gallant officer and 
skillfultactician. During the Civil War he was severely 
wounded more than once, and upon one occasion it was 


thought that his death was a matter of only a few hours. | 


Twice promoted to brevet rank for gallant and meritor- 
ious conduct in battle, his whole war record is an ex- 
ceptionally distinguished one and cannot be equalled by 
any colonel in either branch of the Service. Since the 
war he has been conspicuously active in quelling Indian 
outbreaks on the frontier, the hardest and generally most 
thankless duty ever assigned to Army officers. His 
coolness, discretion, and good judgment have procured 
for him twice the dangerous position of Commissioner 
in Ute affairs, from each of which these qualities brought 


him and those with him unharmed and with fresh honor | 


and respect attaching to his name. The people of New 
Mexico have best reason to know Gen. Hatch from his 
munagement of the campaigns against the Apaches. 
How, for over a year, this regiment, unfilled even when 


the field was first taken, alone, and unsupported, fought 


the fierce band of robbers and murderers, and drove 
them again and again, losing men in every fight in killed 
and wounded, and having their places supplied, when 
they were supplied at all, by raw recruits; how he him- 
self shared with his troops the dangers and hardships of 
a winter campaign, taking personal command and par- 
ticipating with carbine in hand in attack and pursuit ; 


how the depleted and wornout regiment, ill-clad, badly | 


mounted, and suffering daily privations which are un- 
thought of in these days by many regiments of the Army 
stationed at comfortable eastern posts, struggled on 
against heavy odds and almost without hope, inspired 
by the example of their leader, doing all in the power of 
mortal men to protect life and property in spite of dis- 
couragement, unjust, and unmanly ridicule and abuse 
until the tardy reinforcements came; and how, when 
they did come they were so disposed that Victoria was 
driven out of New Mexico into the hands of the waiting 
Mexican troops—all these things are known to those 
who have watched and read. The simple narrative of 
these counts is enough ; comment or praise is unneces- 
sary. Gen. Hatch has earned the gratitude of the peo- 
ple of New Mexico and reflected credit on the regiment 
which he commands by the manner in which he per- 
formed his duty during the past year and this, 


Grn. GrorGE B. CRITTENDEN, who recently died at 
Danville, Ky., was one of the last survivors, if not the 
very last, of the prisoners who were captured by the 
| Mexicans at Mier, more than forty-five years since. 
| The Texans made a gallant fight at the old town, but 
| they were finally overpowered and obliged to surresder. 
| Afterwards they attempted Lo escape, aud the Mexican 
| commander ordcred them to bedecimated. There were 
some four or five hundred of the prisoners, and a num- 
ber of white and black beans were placed in a sack and 
each prisoner had to draw one out in turn—all those 
drawing the black ones, which were one-tenth of the 
Crittenden 








whole number, were taken out and shot. 
was lying sick in a tent at the time of the drawing, and 
he was accidentally or intentionally overlooked. Our 
consul at that time at Metamoras was au excellent Ger- 
man by the name of Schatsel, and he made strong 
efforts to have the prisoners released. He sent to 
Crittenden ten gold oncas or dubloons, which, however, 
did not do him much good, for the Mexican soldiers 
got him into a game of monte and won his last dime. 
The prisoners were marched to the City of Mexico, and 
after a good deal of suffering the survivors were re- 
leased. Quite a number of them served afterwards in 
the Mexican War, but it is doubtful whether more than 
four or five are now living. Major Colquhoun, of San 
Antonio, we believe, was one of the prisoners, and he 
is perhaps now living. General Crittenden was a warm 
hearted, upright, and honorable man. After the civil 
war he was appointed State librarian of Kentucky, 
which gave him a small salary ; but he used to say that 
he never had any use for money. A good fishing rod 
and a reel, sucaas the town of Frankfort only could fur- 
nish, was all the property he desired. ‘‘Old Crit” will 
be affectionately remembered as long as there are any 
survivors of the Mexican War.

HORRORS OF THE CRIMEA, 1854-5. 


Tue publication of Kinglake’s last volume bas re- 
vived the recollection of those terrible days in the 
Crimea when England’s army was being sacrificed to 
official incompetency. It is well remembered what an 
active part was taken by Wm. Howard Russell in 
arousing public sentimeut in England to the true situa- 
tion of affairs which had been studiously concealed 
from those at home. His stirring letters in the then 
mighty Times forced the speedy adoption cf measures 
of relief. Now comes Mr. Kinglake, and endeavors to 
show that niatters were not so bad as represented, and 
that Dr. Russell was little better than a spy from the 
enemy’s camp, his letters furnishing the Russians with 
information as to what was going on in the trenches 
before Sebastopol. 

Naturally this does not please Dr. Russell, and he is 
not slow to accept the challenge which Mr. Kinglake’s 
book offers. In three long and interesting articles in 
the Army and Navy Gazette, which he edits, he dissects 
his adversary’s statements, and defends himself against 
his charges. Concluding the third article, of the series 
published in the Gazette of Nov. 6, 18, and 20, Dr. 
Russell says : 

To say that Lord Raglan did not foresee what was to 
come upon his army, is merely to accuse him of not 
being a prophet ; to say that he did all that a great gene- 
ral and admiuistrator would have done and would have 
forced others to do, is, I think, to say the thing which 
isnot. The difficulties were, indeed, too much for the 
men who had to deal with them. What the army 
needed was, first, food and shelter, clothing being in- 
cluded in the latter word; secondly, ammunition and 
siege materiel. I put the food and clothing in the first 
place, because it is evident that on them depended the 
ability of the army to carry on any military operation 
whatever. The generals, however, thought that the 
exigencies of the situation demanded that the first care 
should be given to the supply “-f guns, shot, shell, and 
ammunition. With a wild recklessness which ought to 
have been restrained, the troops had destroyed at Kadi- 
koi and at Balaklava villas and dwellings which would 
have been invaluable as quarters and hospitals. The 
fine weather was treated as a permanent possession. 
Calvert's forecast of the climate and description of the 
possible future ought to have caused even a less con- 
siderate man than Lord Raglan to cast about him to 
=— for the supply of the camps, when the country

The men could not make the road, because they had to 
carry on the siege, and they could not carry on the 
siege, because they could not make the road, and so the 
works languished and the men died. It is scarcely 
credible that such a result was inevitable,—that it was 
in the fitness and necessity of things that it should have 
been. For my own part, I refuse to think so. 

The recollection of the misery I witnessed then haunts 
me like a hideous dream. The sights to be witnessed on 
a battle-field fill the mind with images of horror, and 
touch the heart with pity and grief beyond words; but 
somehow or other the impression is effaced by contact 
with the continuing necessities of war. It is the burn- 
ing anger and fierce resentment which were aroused, by 
the aspect of the charnel-houses called hospitals, by the 
sight of the soldiers of an army whom uno foe could 
vanquish perishing in rags of cold and hunger, where 
clothing and food were close at hand, that can never die 
out... . The French had vast distances to travgrse 
from Kumiesch and Kazatch to the camps on our right 
and rear, they were exposed to incessant sorties, they 
had no cessation from work in pushing on trench and 
parallel, they had inferior rations and wretched tents, 
but their condition was infinitely superior to ours. In 
December, 1854, when they had in the field 65,000 men, 
they had 6,432 admissions into hospital. In the same 
month, out of a strength cf less, much less, than half 
that of the French, we had 9,259 men iv hospital. In 
February, 1855, when the French mustered 89,000 men, 
they bad 8,298 in hospital. That same month, with a 
strength of 31,000, we had no less than 13,603 men in 
our ambulances. . . . 8,898 men perished in hospital 
between the beginning of November and the end of 
February, out of our small army. 

The hideous filth and disorder of the Levantine hospi- 
tals—what Mr. Kinglake terms *‘ heinous defects ”—had 
much to do with the tearful mortality; in some, more 
than half the patients died. There, at all events, the 
French were in all respects better. But Lord Raglan 
had, it seems, thought that of all men in the world, Sir 
George Brown was a safe guide to take on hospital 
economy! He had received a report from Sir George 
that the hospitals were all right! Ido not wish to say 
one word against that gallant old soldier, but he was 
certainly the last man in the army I should have gone 
to for an opinion on such a subject. He was for ever 
at war with his doctors, because of their efforts to 
secure the ease of their sick; and there are some of the 
Light Division alive who will remember the words of 
the camp song : 
** Let their medical comforts be kept in their chest,— 

Comforts no true Peninsular hero possessed. 

When shot through the leg, o’er a mule I was thrown, 

Ere your d—--d ambulances, thank gooduess! were 

known. 

* So pipe-clay your jackets, and buckle your stocks, 
Away with moustaches and dirt-breedinz locks, 
Such d——d innovations I'l surely put down. 
It's nae up with the shakos! cries General Brown.” 


. . . I believe that the miseries of our army would 
not have been made known in time to save them by any 
critical examination of Lord Raglan’s despatches; that 
the heart of the nation would never have been stirred 
to help by his words; and that help might have come 
too late. As to the charge that I, and those like me 
who shouted for succor, might have given aid to the 
enemy, I care us little as I would do if I were rebuked 
for calling out *‘ Fire!” to save the lives of the inmates 
of a burning house, because I invited the attention of 
the burglars to their opportunity.

It is signed by 
33 of them and indorsed by Rear-Admira!l Balch, Superiu- 
tendent «f the Academy, and Secretary Thompson. It sets 
forth that the rank of uudshipmen has been from time im- 
memorial held by boys. Until within two years cadet mid- 
shipmen have graduated after a four years’ course at 
Annapulis, and after two years spent at sea have received 
commissions as ensigns. In most cases these coinmis-lops 
bave been dated back many months. ‘In the navies of all 
the foreign nations whose ships we have fallen in with during 
our service afloat the midshipmen have been from four to 
six years younger than ourselves. Under the present lew we 
will, in all probability, hold this rank for three years longer.” 
During this time, by existing regulations, not having a 
defined status as officers, they will not be allowed to stand 
ou deck, watch, or perform any otber duties involving respon- 
sibility, such as are usually entrusted to men of their age. 
They do not ask for an increase of pay, but only that they 
may be given the status of officers. At present they do not 
even receive a salute from enlisted men, a recognition to 
which all officers in all services ure entitled by virtue of thei 
commissions, They ask that they may receive corcmissions 
as ensigns, in order that they may hold the assimilated rank 
with the officers of the Army and of foreign services to which 
their age and length of service should entitle them, and that 
they may be allowed to perform duties and assume respon- 
sibilities for which their age and training fit them. 

The House Committee on Commerce —This committec is 
now working on the river and harbor bill, in which engineer 
otticers and others of the Army and Navy may feel interested, 
The bill is to be taken up Tuesdays and Thursdays, each 
week. 

The House Committee on Militia.—This committee has 
already discussed the militia bill introduced at the last session 
by Congressman Waldo Hutchins, of New York, for the 
establishment of a uniformly equipped National Guard. This 
bill was reported unanimously from the committee, and has 
s.nce received the approbation of Adjutant-General Drum. 
it is thought that early action will be taken upon it by the 
6 mumittee. 

The House Committee on Appropriations.—Early in the 
week, this committee received reports from the sub-commit- 
tees having charge of the Military Academy, fortification, 
and pension bills. They finished the two latter and ordered 
them to be reported to the House. 

Communications.—In the Senate, December7: A com- 
munication from the Secretary of War recommending the 
erection of a permanent military building or depot on lavid’s 
Island, New York Harbor, replacing the present dilapidated 
structures there, and also aguin recommendiug an appropri- 
ation for additional buildings at Columbus Barracks, Ohio.

INTERNATIONAL RIFLE CONTESTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The reform in target practice initiated by the 
War Office during the past two seasons has become a 
matter of congratulation ; for surely nothing was more 
needful than a step in this direction. Very few, if any, 
Army officers will deny the fact that soldiers generally 
have hitherto been very poor rifle shots, and that many 
of them used to serve an entire enlistment without firing 
a gun. Improvements in arms, ammunition and ac- 
coutrements have been gradually introduced, and the 
American soldier of to day is well equipped. At last, 
also, it has been realized that good marksmanship will 
become a prime factor in the wars of the future, and 
orders with a view to the advancement of rifle shooting 
have been issued, permitting a more liberal allowance 
of ammunition, and requiring commanding officers to 
observe greater care in the system of target practice. 
The Creedmoor match system is certainly bearing 
abundart fruit ; the past two seasons at Creedmoor have 
demonstrated quite clearly that the American soldier 
with his Springfield rifle can astonish even the profes- 
sional marksman. I add a suggestion, which would 
without doubt Jead to more satisfactory results than 
ever heretofore, both in the advancement of firearms and 
in the general improvement of Army rifle shooting. I 
refer to annual international Army rifle matches ar- 
ranged on the plan observed at Creedmoor, as to condi- 
tions, distances, etc. The range to be selected in turn, 
by each competing nation, or if it be considered 
inexpedient to send teams out of the Territory of the 
different countries which participate, the matches could 
be held on thcir own ranges and results compared. 
Such competitions would naturally locate the general 
qualities of the various arms used, as well as the status 
of the different armies of the world in an effective 
fighting point.

ORGANS FOR THE ARMY AND NAVY.

Str: Among the societies for the mental and moral 
elevation of the Army, none merits more encouragement 
than the Ladies’ Union Mission School Association of 
Albany, New York. 

The primary object of the society is to promote 
religious worship, and to this end it sends organs to 
vessels in the Navy, and posts in the Army, wherever 
they may be needed.

The work of the society has been extended by the 
membership and co-operation of the Jadies at our 
frontier posts. Through their energy and interest in 
collecting funds, organs have been sent to Forts Ellis 
and Keogh, Montana; Fort Bayard, New Mexico: 
Forts Duncan and Davis, Texas; Forts Bowie and 
McDowell, Arizona; Forts Gibson and Sill, Indian 
lerritory, and also to posts east of the Mississippi. 

Organs too kave been sent to the training ships Minne- 
sota und Saratoga, where they are in use for the instruc 
tion of the young American boys, who will soon become 
the seamen of our Navy. The work of the society is 
not limited to procuring organs for our military posts. 
The ladies who compose it have sought to make Christ- 
mas on the frontier remind the soldiers and their children 
of Christmas at hcme. On the receipt of the necessary 
funds, they send at reduced prices Christmas cards, 
candies, dolls, and toys for ornamenting Christmas 
trees. Industrial schools have also engaged their atten- 
tion. The articles required for them they procure and 
forward by mail or express, according to the size of the 
package. As one who has witnessed the good work 
already accomplished, the writer takes no less satisfac

COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journa’: 

Sir: The bill printed in your last issue does not sufti 
ciently meet the present requirements of the Service. 
Few will be found to deny that regimental officers are 
usually at their prime at from twenty-five to fifty years 
of age. 

But for the present it is not necessary to discuss the 
question as to whether or not any officer is or is not 
apable to perform the functions of any given office at 
cny given age. Granted that they can perform them 
antil arriving at the age of three score and ten, and 

unsider the questionas to how best to secure a continu- 


ous and proper flow of promotion, and, as Gen. Upton 
says, ‘‘ for the greatest good to the greatest number of 
officers, setting aside the self-interest of the few for the 
good of the State and the self-interest of the many.” 

The combatant branches of the Service should first 
receive attention, for in them promotion is and has been 
for many years slower than in the staff, and at the same 
time the question of age applies more directly to the 
efficiency of a live than it does to a staff officer; and 
again, the younger officers of the staff have ut present 
much greater promotion, age for age, than officers of 
the line. 

In the first place, then, leave the ‘‘Retired List” as itis 
at present, and strike out the first clause of the bill, and 
add to the next: 

And that, within the next five years, any officer in the Line 
of the Army below the rank of a major-general who, at the 
age of sixty-two years, has faithfully served forty years in 
te Army, shall be retired with the rank and retired pay of 
lg next higher grade, and that officers so retired shall be in 
addition to the nuzaber on the retired list as now fixed by law. 

Officers of the Staff who oppose compulsory retire- 
ment, and strongly favor the laws as they now stand, 
will, under such a provision as the above, have the full 
benefit of the present law, and increased opportunities 
will at the same time be afforded to old officers to retire 
at their option, or for younger ones to secure the same 
end if, unfortunately, they are disabled in service. 

This provision is intended under its limitation to 
secure retirement with increased rank to those officers 
of the Line who setved in our war with Mexico, who 
are the veterans and heroes of two great wars; whose 
services in the first secured to this nation territory 
whose value has, and will ever continue to, repay not 
only for their services, but for the whole military estab- 
lishment of this Government for all time to coe, and 
whose services in the late war aided in saving the very 
existence of this nation. Although retired with in- 
creased rank, their pay will actually be reduced as com- 
pared with their brethren of the Staff, and all allow- 
ances cut off. It was strongly recommended in the 
English Service that under a law for compulsory retire- 
ment, officers should be retired upon full pay and 
allowances, viz.: lodgings, fuel, lights, and soldier ser- 
vant, and again that an officer after thirty years’ service 
sould be retired upon full pay. 

Here it is proposed to retire officers after forty years’ 
service On ess than full pay, and a// allowances cut off. 
It will, however, be seen further on that such officers 
may, in time of war, be assigned to duty, and in that 
event would receive the full pay and allowances of the 
higher grade. As nearly as I can tell from a cursory 
study of the last Register, I judge that this proviso will, 
within the next five years, add to the retired list five 
majors and about thirty brigadier-generals, and if the 
Staff were included, the numbers would be more than 
doubled—too many for Congress to swallow at one dose, 
and hence, one great reason for leaving the officers of 
the Staff on duty with full pay and allowances. 

In the last proviso, strike out the words ‘‘ otherwise 
than with active armies in the field or in command of 
the same.” The President should be at liberty to assign 
their officers to any duties he should choose. 

Section 2. Lieutenants of the Line. The bill was in- 
tended to read ‘‘as a first lieutenant in the 
Army,” , to leave out the word first, would 
result in the promotion of something like fifty lieuten- 
ants of cavalry, about ninety of artillery, and over oue 
hundred in the infantry—another cose far too much for 
Congress at one time. 

There is no great reason why all branches of the 
Service should not enjoy the same privileges in this 
respect, but, from the above numbers, it will be seen 
that it is asking too much to be placed upon the same 
footing as a lieutenant of either engineers or ordnance, 
who, if promotion were only slow enough in his corps, 
would receive his captaincy after only fourteen years’ 
service as a lieutenant. As amended, the argument 
does not apply equally to all branches of the Line, for 
the simple reason that no lieutenant of cavalry would at 
present be benefited by it, and the proportion in the 
artillery and infantry is as more than four to one in 
favor of the former. Cause: double the number of 
1st lieutenants to a company, and slower promotion 
among the greater number of field offivers of artillery, 
than among the proportionally less number in the infan- 
try. There is not the slightest doubt in my own mind 
but that every lieutenant should receive his promotion 
;on equal terms with those of the Staff Corps, but it 

seems to have become a question of expediency, and no 
; more should be asked for than there is reasonable ground 
| for believing that Congress will grant. 
; As many 2d lieutenants have already served eight or 
|ten years, the bill should be so drawn as to secure, 
without doubt, their promotion as their seniors are pro- 
moted : 

And provided further, That the promotion of any Ist lieu- 
| tenant to be a captain in accordance with this act, shall be 

held to affect such officer only ; and whenever any such pro- 

| motion is made, the senior 2d lieutenaut of the regiment of 
the officer so promoted shall be promoted to the rank of a 
1st lieutenant therein. 

The preceding provision will secure to officers the 
lineal promotion so much contended for, at Jeast when 
one goes to the command of his company, and the 
latter secures the promotion of the 2d lieutenant, but 
retains him permaneztly in his regiment. until, of 
course, he too gets his company. Hence we shal! have 
a compromise between the two extremes. 

We have often heard of the slowness of promotion in 
the old Army. If those who tell us of those things 
really think that their promotion was slow, I wonder 
what they think of ours? 

The present general officers and colonels on the active 
list, Line and Staff, have served, on an average, less 
than fourteen years as lieutenants (brevet 2d and Ist 
lieutenants). 

The present fieid officers of artillery served, on an 
average, less than eleven years in the rank of lieuten- 
ants, 











The average service of the present captains of artil- 
lery is less than nine years as lieatenants. And this is 
held up to us a slow promotion! With a law such as 
proposed, the average service of the present lieutenants 
of artillery to the rank of a captain wil) be more than 
twenty years / ANOTHER LIXUTENAN7. 


BREAKERS CLOSE ABOARD ! 
To the Members of the Navy Mulual Aid Association : 

In my last communication I called your attention to 
certain objectionable amendments proposed to the By- 
Laws of January 6, 1880. 

I now call attention to a far more serious matter; for 
in the paper containing the proposed amendments and 
new By-Laws, I have, by accident, discuvered an inter- 
polation to Article VI. of the old By-Laws by which 
the Secretary and Treasurer (one office) is made a meme 
ber of the Board of Directors, a position he did not 
hold before, and which as a disbursing and executive 
officer of the society it is needless to say he should noé 
hold. 

The full scope of this change which is brought about 
by inserting the words, ‘‘and Secretary and Treasurer” 
in line 4, between the words ‘‘ Vice Presidents” and 
‘* who,” may be seen by referring to the last clause of 
Article VI., lines 10 and 11, which provides that at any 
meeting of the Board of Directors jive persons shall con- 
stitute a quorum. So that this Secretary and Treasurer 
(in such an event) is given the casting vote, and may 
determine the proceedings of the Board! A part of 
this power, under Section 2, Article V., might serve to 
re-elect him, that is, he has a potent voice in his own re- 
appointment! But let us examine a little further inte 
the powers of the Board itself, of which he is to be 
made a member. Keference to Sections 3 and 4, Are 
ticle VII., will serve to show that this Board, whose 
proceedings this Secretary and Treasurer may perchaace 
determine, manages all our finances, invests all the 
money, orders all drafts on the ——— Secretary and 
Treasurer, and fixes the salary of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, and orders all disbursements made by him!!! 
It is safe to say that, unless perhaps it may be in Tur- 
key, no such power as this is confided to the Secretary 
and Treasurer of any financial concern in the wide 
world! 

But the worst part of it is that this singular addition 
to the old By-Laws is not even classified as an ‘* a:mende 
ment ;” though a more radical one could scarce be ime 
agined, but is quietly inserted directly in the body of 
Article VI., as if it had always belonged there. There 
is nothing, absolutely nothing whatever, either in the 
paper of ‘‘ amendments” or letter containing ‘‘ the reae 
sous for the faith that is in us,” signed by thirty-six of 
our brethren, to show that it is to be voted on at all!!! 

At the same time the attention of members is, elsee 
where, carefully drawn by leaded type to the amends 
ments which arg to be voted on! 

Comment on this sort of thing is, of course, supers 
fluous! I merely request each one of my fellow mem- 
bers to examine Article VI. of the old By-Laws, and 
compare it carefully, word for word, with Ariicle LV. 
of the proposed By-Laws. If the faith that is, or bas 
been, in KIM, does not ivcontinently move him to indige 
nation over this matter, I shall be very much mistaken,

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 
Wasuineaton, Dec. 9, 1880. 


] LEARN from Gen. Howard personally that he has 
completed the business which called him to Washing- 
ton and will return to his station next week. It has 
been stated that the business which brought him East 
related to his own private matters, but I am informed 
on the best authority that the directions tu telegrapk 
for him came to the War Department from the White 
House. 

As to West Point, the prospect is that nothing will 
be done until after the holidays. Meantime, the ever- 
lasting Whittaker case remains unsettled, and recalls to 
the minds of many the reported saying of Ben Butler 
that the negro had ‘‘ bust the Contederacy,” and tha‘ 
he would ‘* bust West Point.” 

The contrast between the old War Department build. 
ing and the magnificent new pile now occupied by the 
State, Army, and Navy Departments is in keeping with 
the modern spirit of improvement. The various oftices, 
for comfort and convenience to their occupants, and for 
the facilities afforded to those who visit them, either on 
business or from curiosity, are very nearly perfect. The 
courtesy aud civility of the officials seem to express & 
grateful appreciation of the increased facilities for the 
transaction of their routine duties. 

Among these changes, no one familiar with the dark 
room and inconvevient arrangement of the old War De- 
partment Library, can fail to discern the marked ime 
provement in the new quarters. The space allotted tc 
the library proper consists of two communicating rooms, 
located on the third floor. These rooms, aggregating 
about ninety feet in length by eighteen in width, con- 
tain a series of handsome book cases, separaied by wide 
passages, and convenient alcoves, cach case numbered, 
marked, und with its contents noted in a manner so per- 
fect, that the assistance of a catalogue seems almost un- 
uecessary. The substantial character of the furniturs 
and the comfortable chairs are a noticeable feature. 

The new catalogue arranged by authors, to which an 
appendix by subjects is soon to be added by the inde- 
tatigable and obliging librarian, Mr. Fitzgerald, is a 
model of its kind, comprehensive and instructive. It 
was thought advisable to issue the authors’ portion first, 
in order that it might be available for comparing with 
the manuscript of the subjects’ portion. This 1s the first 
printed catalogue of the War Department Library; and 
while its author disclaims elaborateness of detail, 1t seems 
to me to contain all the information that is necessary, 
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or that would in any way be deemed advisable in such 
a publication. 

here are upwards of thirteen thousand volumes to be 
found here—not only a valuable list of works on military 
subjects, but a Jaw library, both civil and military, ex- 
ecutive documents, also many rare miscellaneous books. 
Among the latter are the ‘‘Gentleman’s Magazine,” 
complete from 1731 to 1881; the ‘‘ United Service 
Journal,” from 1829 to date ; the ‘‘ Edinburgh Review,” 
from 1802; ‘‘ Notes and Queries,” from 1830, the edition 
owned by Lord Farnham, very valuable ; a rare edition 
of the ‘‘ Peerage of Ireland” of 1754; full numbers of 
‘** National American Review ” from 1814, and so on. 

The library was opened Dec. 1 for the loaning of 
books—the first time since the re-arrangement. It has 
its printed rules issued by order of the Secretary of War, 
by Chief Clerk H. T. Crosby. Only officers of the Army 
and employees of the War Department are entitled to 
borrow books. Persons desiring to enjoy the privilege 
of using the library must present a card from the Chief 
Clerk of their bureau, showing that they are employed 
in the Department. 

At the Recruiting Rendezvous in this city, intelligence 
and a superior grade of physical development are made 
prerequisites for entrance into the Service. The num- 
ber of enlistments, perhaps, has somewhat fallen off in 
the last month, but the character of those received show, 
so far as my observation goes, a marked improvement 
in those qualities. 





THE RIGHT OF MARINES TO VOTE. 

Ovr readers may remember the announcement made 
inthe Journat of Oct. 30, that U. S. Marshal Harlow 
had arrested, at the Flushing Avenue Barracks, Brook- 

lyn, a marine named J. 8. Green, who had had himself 
registered to vote, giving the barracks as his last and 
usual place of residence. He was taken before U. 5S. 
Commissioner Allen, who held him for the Grand Jury. 
The prisoner’s counsel sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
and certiorari, and the case was taken before Judge 
Benedict, of the U. 8S. District Court, who, on Nov. 1, 
rendered the following decision, which is of great inter- 
est and importance: 

From the affidavit of the petitioner and his examina- 
tion the following facts appear: The petitioner is un- 
married. During the year 1879 and up to May, 1880, 
he resided in the city of New York. He then deter- 
mined to enlist in the Marine Corps of the United States 
Navy, and then came to the city of Brooklyn for the 
purpose of enlisting as a marine. On the same day he 
enlisted at the Brooklyn Navy-yard forthe term of five 
years. It is evident that the only object the petitioner 
had in coming to Brooklyn when he did was to enlist in 
the service of the United States, and there is no reason 
to doubt that he would have returned to the city of New 
York if his application to be enlisted had been rejected. 

It must be said that the prisoner while proceeding 
from New York to the Navy-yard in Brooklyn had no 
present intent to take up his residence in Brooklyn, but 
only to remain in Brooklyn in the capacity of a marine, 
if his application to be enlisted should prevail. The 

act and intent required to establish a residence are want- 
ing. ‘‘Tuere must bea settled fixed abode, and intention 
to remain, at least for a time, for business or other pur- 
poses, to constitute a resid ence within the legal meaning 
of the term.” Nelson J. Frost v. Birbin, 19 Wendall, 

. 14. Neither was a residence in Brooklyn acquired 
by the act of an enlistment at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, 
for that act was inconsistent with an intent on his part 
to make Brooklyn his place of residence. By the very 
act of his enlisting he made the place of his abode 
thereafter dependent not upon his own wiil, but upon 
the orders of his commanding officer. Some stress has 
been laid upon the circumstance that according to the 

ractice of the service men enlisted at the Brooklyn 

avy-yard are stationed at that yard during the two 
years succeeding their enlistment, and that the reason- 
able expectation entertained by the petitioner at the 
time of enlistment, that he would be allowed to remain 
in Brooklyn for two years. But I am unable to see that 
the case is altered by this circumstance. The only in- 
tention the petitioner could have had in enlisting was to 
obey the orders of his commanding officer, as to the 
place of his future abode. 

If he entered the service with the belief, hope and 
expectation that he would be ordered to remain in 
Brooklyn, that does not offset the fact that by enlisting 
he made it impossible for him to have an intention of 
his own in regard to his residence at any particular place 
during the term of his enlistment. 

The petitioner has sworn that he intended to come 
back to Brooklyn at the end of his five years of service, 
but he does not swear that he intended to make Brook- 
lyn his place of residence at the expiration of his term of 
service, and what is more tothe point, he does not swear 
and could not truthfully swear that he left New York 
with the intention to reside at the barracks in the City of 
Brooklyn Navy-yard, or that he came to the barracks 
with the intent to make the barracks his place of resi- 
dence. He left New York with the intent to enlist if he 
could, or if not, to return to New York, his then resi- 
dence. He came to the barracks because he was ordered 
there, and with the intention to remain there until he 
should be ordered elsewhere and no longer. By these 
acts he neither lost his residence nor gained a residence 
in the barracks. 

It is not doubted that a sailor or soldier of the United 
States can acquire a residence while in the service. 
He way purchase or rent a dwelling and so gain a resi- 
dence, as was the case in Ames v. Duryea (6 Lansing, 

155) and doubt lies in other ways. But in order to 
gain a residence in an election district of this State for 
the purpose of voting he must do more than simply live 
at a place within the district by the orders of his com- 
manding officer. If he do no more than that he acquired 
no new residence thereby, and the place of his residence 
at the time of his enlistment continues to be his resi- 
(lence for the purpose of voting without reference to 
where he may be stationed, 


THE ANNUAL DOCUMENTS. 


WE continue this week the array of reports interesting to 
the two Services, beginning with those parts of the Presi- 
dent’s Message relating to the Army and the Navy : 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The President, after the customary congratulations on the 
prosperity of the country, turns to our foreign reijations, 
which he pronounces to be wholly peaceful, notes the with- 
drawal of the orders in regard to crossing the Mexican 
frontier, mentions the war with Victoria and his eventual 
defeat by the combined arms of Mexico and the United 


across the Isthmus that connects North and South America 
as will protect our national interests,” and regrets that Chili, 
Peru, and Bolivia did not make peace under the mediation 
tendered by our Government. The President also says, in 
discussing foreign affairs : 

During the last summer several vessels belonging to the 
merchant marine of this country, sailing in neutral waters of 
the West Indies, were fired at, boarded, and searched by an 
armed cruiser of the _—— government. The circum- 
stances, as reported, involve not only a private injury to the 
persons concerned, but also seemed too little observant of 
the friendly relations existing for a century between this 
country and Spain. The wrong was brought to the attention 
of the Spanish government in a serious protest and remon- 
strance, and the matter is undergoing investigation by the 
Royal authorities, with a view to such explanation or repara- 
tion as may be called for by the facts. 

An additional, and not unimportant, although secondary, 
reason for fostering and enlarging the Navy may be found in 
the unquestionable service to the expansion of our commerce 
which would be rendered by the frequent circulation of naval 
ships in the seas and ports of all quarters of the globe. 
Ships of the proper construction and equipment, to be of 
the greatest efficiency in case of maritime war, might be 
made constant aud active agents in time of peace in the 
advancement and protection of our foreign trade, and in 
the nurture and discipline of young seamen, who would, 
naturally, in some numbers, mix with and improve the crews 
of our merchant ships. Ovur merchants at home and abroad 
recognize the value to foreign commerce of an active move- 
ment of our naval vessels, and the intelligence and jatriotic 
zeal of our naval oflicers in promoting every interest of 
their countrymen is « just subject of national pride. 

The Army.—On the subject of the Army, the President 
makes but one recommendation not derived from Secretary 
Ramsey's report, and this isa notable one, namely, to create 
the office of Captain-General for the express purpose of ap- 
pointing General Grant to it. His language is as follows : 

I commend to the attention of Congress the great services 
of the commander-in-chief of our armies during the war for 
the Union, whose wise, firm, and patriotic conduct did so 
much to bring that momentous conflictto a close. The lezis- 
lation of the United States contains many precedents for the 
recognition of distinguished military merit, authorizing rank 
and emoluments to be conferred for eminent services to the 
country. An act of Congress authorizing the appointment 
of a Captain-General of the Army, with suitable provisions 
relating to the compensation, retirement, aad other de tails, 
would, in my judgment, be altogether fitting and proper, and 
would be warmly approved by the country. 

He calls attention to the various recommendations of Secre- 
tary Ramsey, which have already appeared in our columns, 
both in the Secretary's report and in those of the General 
of the Army and the yar?ous bureau officers, from which they 
were derived. He approves the enlistment of 30,000 men as 
the legal maximum of the Army, the sale of small posts at 
points where they are no longer required, and the application 
of the proceeds to the construction of a few larger posts ; the 
enactment of a law that all details as Professors of Tactizs 
and Military Science at certain colleges and universities shal! 
be made only from the Retired List ; more liberal appropria- 
tions for the militia; the enlistment of 150 schoolmasters 
with the rank and pay of commissary sergeants ; an appro- 
priation for libraries for Judge-Advocates and the opening of 
their Corps to promotion. Especial attention is asked to 
the report of the Chief of Engineers upon the condition of 
our national defences. On this poiut the President says : 
From a personal inspection of many of the fortifications 
referred, to the Secretary is able to emphasize the recom- 
mendations made and to state that their incomplete and de- 
fenceless condition is discreditable to the country. While 
other nations have been increasing their means for carrying 
on offensive warfare and attacking maritime cities, we have 
been dormant in preparation for defence; nothing of im- 
portance has been done toward strengthening and finishing 
our casemated works since our late civil war, during which 
the great guns of modern warfare and the heavy armor of 
modern fortifications and ships came into use among the na- 
tions, and our earthworks left, by a sudden failure of appro- 
priations some years since in all stages of incompletion, are 
now being rapidly destroyed by the elements. 

The President also dwells upon the need of improving the 
Mississippi and Columbia rivers, already mentioned in our 
columns, and he also especially recommends the completion 
of the new building for the War Department. On this point 


he says : 

The collections of books, specimens, and records constitut- 
ing the Army Medical Museum and Library are of national 
importance. The library now contains about 51,500 volumes 
and 57,000 pamphlets relating to medicine, surgery, and allied 
topics. The contents of the Army Medical Museum consists 
of 22,000 specimens, and are uniquein the completeness with 
which both military surgery and the diseases of armies are 
illustrated. Their destruction would be an irreparable loss, 
not only to the United States, but to the world. There are 
tiled in the record and pension division over 16,000 bound 
volumes of hospital records, together with a great quantity 
of papers, embracing the original records of the hospitals of 
our armies during the Civil War. Aside from their historical 
value these records are daily searched for evidence needed in 
the settlement of large numbers of pensions and other claims 
for the protection of the Government against attempted 
frauds as well as for the beneSt of honest claimants. These 
valuable collections are now in a buildirg which is peculiarly 
exposed to the danger of destruction by tire. It is therefore 
earnestly recommended that an appropriation be made for a 
new fireproof building adequate for the present needs and 





Such a building should be absolutely fireproof ; no expendi- 
| ture for mere architectural display is required. It is believed 
that a suitable structure can be erected at a cost not to exceed 
, 250,000. 
| The Navy.—The President says that the report of the 
| Secretary of the Navy shows that the management of that 
department during the last fiscal year was successful and 
satisfactory. He approves Secretary Thompsou’s recommen- 
dation that some provision be made for the establishment of 
| civil government in Alaska, He says that the only protection 
hitherto afforded to persons and property in that territory 
| has been furnished by the officers of the Jamestown; he 
thinks that as the natives are reported to be unusually teach-

rapidly in civilization, so adding a new factor of prosperity 
to the national life. The President also refers, guardedly, 
to the establishment of the two naval coaling stations on the 
Isthmus of Panama, and says that Secretary Thompson’s 
closing suggestions on the building up «f our merchant 
marine service deserves the favorable consideration of Con- 
gress. 

The Indians.—The President notes with pleasure the en- 
couraging progress of the Indian pupils at the schools at 
Hampton and Carlisle Barracks. The latter, under Captain 
Pratt, though only established last year, has now nearly 200 
pupils of both sexes, representing many tribes east of the 
Rocky Mountains. He adds: 

A similar school was established this year at Forest Grove, 
Oregon, for the education of Indian youth on the Pacific 
coast. In addition to this, 36 Indian boys and girls were 
selected from the Eastern Cherokees and placed in boarding 
schools in North Carolina, where they are to receive an ele- 
mentary English education and training in industrial pur- 
suits. The interest shown by Indian parents, even among 
the so-called wild tribes, in the education of their children, 
is very gratifying, and gives promise that the results accom- 
plished by the efforts now making will be of lasting benetit. 
The President refers only briefly to Victoria’s war, and ex- 
presses the belief that Sitting Bull's forces are in progress of 
disintegration. He approves the policy of allotting lands to 
the Indians in severalty. Finally, ho speaks earnestly in 
favor of the improvement of the District of Columbia, and 
renews the recommendations of his former messages in behalf 
of the erection of a building for the Congressional Library, 
the completion of the Washington Monument, and of liberal 
appropriations in support of the benevolent, reformatory, and 
penal institutions of the district. 





CHIEY SIGNAL OFFICER WELLS'S BEPORT. 
The Chief Signal Officer of the Navy, Commodore C. H. 
Wells, reports that the collection and arrangement of data 
having reference to previous and existing regulations or 
preventing collisions at sea, mentioned in his last annua) 
report as in progress in his office, was satisfactorily con- 
cluded last winter, resulting in the issue of a very important 
Navy Department General Order, which enables vessels on 
the high seas to govern themselves in harmony with the 
present acknowledged precepts of international law in so far 
as steering and light regulations are concerned. 
A favorable report was made by the office on the system 
submitted by the Swedish government, of fog-course signals. 
An antomatic apparatus, of Mr. George E. Towle, for appli- 
cation to steam whistles, was also examined and reported as 
being thoroughly practicable and eflficient. Three patents 
have been issued on devices for making fog signals during 
the past year, each with a different code of signals. 

In view of the several systems prepared, and appliances 
presented, it is suggested that the Navy Department take 
such steps, if possible, as will lead to a practical test of the 
various plans ; not only in order that the most efficient may 
be recommended, but that the United States Navy may have 
its share of the honor of introducing a system, which is 
inevitable sooner or later, and vessels within our waters may 
be preserved from the dangers arising from the use or adop- 
tion of several systems of signals at the same time. There 
is no law preventing the adoption by different steamboat 
companies of different systems of course signals, thus 
creating confusion. The Navy should take the lead in 
the establishment of a sound system, and, without intrench- 
ing upon the authority of other branches of the Govern- 
ment, and at little or no expense, accomplish a very im- 
portant object of commercial economy. 

The recommendation in the last report is renewed, that 
officers on duty in foreign squadrons be encouraged in 
gathering and sending to the Bureau of Navigation informa- 
tion with regard to the use of the electric light in foreign 
navies. Such a light is now a necessity in naval warfare—it 
is carried by the iron-clads of England, France, Italy, Russia, 
and Austria, and in case of war our own ships would require 
it at once. Having so many systems from which to copy, 
the collection of data by the Bureau will render it feasible to 
establish a complete system at any time. 

The recommendation is renewed that the method of signal 
instruction be so altered as to provide for the proper instruc- 
tion of petty officers and seamen in general siguals, light- 
house duty, light- house and buoyage rules, and rules of the 
road—confining the instruction in Myer’s Code to those who 
are able sto spell correctly, and who are quick at learning the 
system. It seems paradoxical that hours should be spent in 
teaching men a system of signals, the execution of which in 
time of importance is never intrusted to them, whilst the 
true naval code which they are required to use on the most 
vital occasions unaided, is left for them to acquire as best 
they can. : : 

Lieut. Very’s system of night signals is still on trial. The 
inventor has devised a complete system of application of it 
to the General Signe] Book. 

REPORT OF THE COMMANDANT MARINE CORPS. 

Col. McCawley reports that September 30, 1880, there were 
1,890 enlisted men in the corps; 974 were on board ships in 
commission, and 916 at the several shore stations, Much 
difficulty exists at the different naval stations in performing 
the duty required, for lack of men. The men are, conse- 
quently, obliged to do ‘‘ extra-duty” in many cases, which is 
a cause of desertion. As it is of the utmost importance that 
Congress should appropriate for 2,000 privates, as is allowed 
by the act of July, 1861, estimates have been submitted for 
that number. More lieutenants are needed, and it is hoped 
that the Department will urge this matter upon the attention

“At Navy-yard, Washington, D.C., the old barracks and the | 
quarters of the commanding officer have been torn down, 
and new barracks and quarters for four officers are being 
built, which, it is believed, will be all that is desired at that 
station. At Annapolis, Md., however, I found the men quar- 
tered in an old shed upon a wharf, and messing and sleeping 
in the same apartment, while the cooking, for lack of space, 
was done on board the U. 8S. 8. Santee, lying at the wharf.” 
A site has been selected for new barracks at Annapolis, and 
plans and estimates will be furnished to the Department, 
with the earnest request that Congress be asked to appro- 
priate the money necessary to complete this long deferred 
improvement. At Norfolk, Va., the men are miserably quar- 
tered in the most unhealthy part of the Navy-yard. No 
quarters for officers exist, and discipline suffers by the men 
and officers not being together. An appropriation is urgently 
needed to build proper barracks and quarters. At Pensacola, 
Fla., no barracks exist, those built prior to the war having | 
been destroyed. Some action will be necessary if officers and 
men are to be sent there again. 

Legislation defining the manner of appointment in the 
corps, and promotions aud appointments in the staff, is much 
needed. A recent debate in the Senate over the appointment 
of an officer in the staff shows the necessity of it. Attention 
is called to the report of the Board ordered to prepare a 
system of Regulations for the U. 8S. Marine Corps. 

Every effort, says Col. McCawley, ‘* has been made on my 
part during the past year to improve the condition of the 
corps. Frequent inspections are made, by the Adjutant and | 
Inspector, of the different posts. All known defects are ; 
remedied as soon as possible. From July 1st, last, the men | 
have been paid monthly, which has given much satisfaction. | 
It is my earnest wish to see the U. S. Marine Corps in the | 
first rank of the military service as regards its military effi- 
ciency; and, to this end, the officers are urged to constant 
exertion in drilling and instructing those under their com- 
mand. Recruiting is carried on at the Recruiting Office in 
Philadelphia, Pa., and at the posts at New York, Boston, 
Mass., and Mare Island, Cal.; but, owing to the great pros- 
perity now existing (work being plenty), there is some difli- 
culty in enlisting men enough.” There is every reason to 
believed that, under the excellent system established by Cap- 
tain H. B. Lowry, A. Q. M., the present system of manufac- 
turing clothing for the men at his depot in Philadelphia will 
prove very successful. 

In conclusion, Col. McCawley calls attention to the injus- 
tice done the Marine Corps in tho fact that the U. 8. Marine 
Corps, alone, remains with a colonel at its head, although 
consisting of 2,000 men. Prior to the war, he says, *‘the 
commandant held the rank of colone!, to enable him to rank 
with the highest grade in the Navy, which was captain. 
Since then four higner grades have been created in the Navy. 
After the war the grade of brigadier-general was created and 
given to the commandant, as 2 reward for the services of the 
corps from its foundation. From motives of economy Con- 
gress, afterwards, provided that this grade be again reduced 
to colonel, at which it now remains, two other officers in the 
corps holding the same rank and receiving the same pay aa 
the commandant. Itis respectfully urged that, upon a pro- 
per statement of this matter, Congress would remedy it at 
the coming session.

In a formerfnumber of the JourRNAL some extracts were 
made from Gen. Howerd's report of the Department of the 
Columbia.

SUGGESTIONS FROM INSPECTOR-GENERAL MARCY. 

In our previous summary of Brig.-Gen. Randolph B. 
Marcy’s annual report, we have given a general glance at its 
leading features. But we find in it details that are well 
worthy of study, and that we now have the proper space to 


present. Gen. Marcy’s report shows ‘that with few excep- 
tions nearly every garrisoned military post has been carefully 
inspected during the past year; the reports have been ex- 
amined, and such extracts as are necessary transmitted to 
the proper authorities. In compliance with the act of Con- 
gress of April 20, 1874, careful examinations have been made 
of the accounts of all disbursing officers, and reports have 
been made with reference to these accounts, ready to be 
transmitted to Congress as required by law. Asst. Insp.- 
Gen. Davis, whose inspection during the past year covers dis- 
bursements exceeding four millions of dollars, reiterates a 
previous recommendation that a uniform system of keeping 
cash and check books be prescribed for all disbursing offi- 
cers. In this recommendation the Inspector-General con- 
curs. 

The instruction, both theoretical and practical, in the 
different arms of the service, has been generally satisfac- 
tory, except at some posts where garrisons are small, and the 
men are necessarily kept at the mechanical labor of building 
posts, etc., the military exercises have not been kept up to 
the standard. He recommends a greater concentration of 
troops at suitable strategic points, and a diminution of small 
posts. In the artillery arm of the service the instruction 
given in the working of heavy guns as well as the drill prac- 
tice of light batteries, has been signally deficient, mainly for 
want of adequate number of men and other facilities for 


instruction. He urgently recommends the great importance 
of this subject. ‘Tere is every reason for calling the atten- 


tion of the Government to the necessity of adopting means 
for more practice and study in the improved weapons cf 
the day. Most of the text books prescribed are obsolete, 
with the exception of ** Roberts’s Hand Book,” and a change 
is recommended. 

The number of actiug assistant inspectors is inadequate to 
the proper discharge of the duties required. Every division 
and department should be provided, whereas under existing 
laws there are but four of those officers for the supply of 
nine departments. The anomalous and important organiza- 
tion of this department calls for remedial action on the part 
| of Congress, to the end that it may be placed on a basis which 
shall increase its efticiency and usefulness. More clerical 
force is wanted. Attention is called to the expansion of the 
mining interests of American citizens in Arizona, and 
because of these and other mercantile interests, the report 
strongly recommends the establishment of a military post on 
the borders of Sonora, Mexico. 

In brief terms, the object of the inspector-general's 
branch of the service is to keep the War Department, the

THE STATE TROOPS. 


Srxry-NinTH New York.—The non-commissioned officers 
of this regiment assembled at the armory, Tompkins Market, 
for drill and instruction, on Monday evening, Dec. 6. The 
assembly was sounded at 8 Pp. M. prompt, the non-coms. 
forming in one company with the sergeant-major as Ist ser- 
geant. The general appearance of this impromptu company 
was decidediy below the standard of the companies of the 
regiment, the attention being very poor and the men slow 
and exceedingly careless, At the roll call a most lamentable 
degree of ignorance was displayed ; the company being at 
support arms, not man assumed the carry and order as he 
answered to his name. ‘They were finally instructed to 
follow the provisions of paragraph 180, Tactics, and even 
then two lst sergeants improved on the book and came to 
the “parade rest.” The sergeant-major omitted the count 
fours and even failed to count off to see what his front rank 
was composed of. Platoons were ignored. In this shape, 
at fifteen minutes past 8 o'clock, the company was turned 
over to Adjutant Moran, who was the instructor. The com- 
pany was received without comment, which &s this was a drill 
for the instruction of the non-commissioned officers, and the 
errors thus far were neither few nor far between, was a 
decidedly loose proceeding. The very start off was wrong, 
and then Zand there the adjutant should have scored the 
delinquents. It would have made them aware of their de- 
ficiencies at once, and proved that the dri'l was for work and 
not play. The drill was commenced with the facings and 
side steps; the former fair, the latter very poor. The in- 
structor announced that the side step was six inches in 
length, and should be executed in quick time. They were 
indeed performed in quick time upon this occasion, at least 
130 to the minute. 

By this time the adjutant realized that the company was 
imperfectly formed, and ordered ‘count fours,’’ finally 
forming the command in tweuty tiles front. He then or- 
dered * fours right—march—company halt;” at the halt 
not one man in any of the rear rauks fell back to the proper 
distance (paragraph 203, Tactics). Explanations were in 
order, and the nou-coms. were promptly made to understand 
their deticiency. The movemeuts were repeated with better 
success. A march in column of fours was but fairly executed : 
step over 115 to the minute. During this march, and upon 
all occasions when the company was marching in column of 
fours right in front, the left guide was out of place, being in 
the line of tile-closers. ‘The error was not noticed by the 
iustructor. Jno forming line from column of fours the ad- 
jutant stated that at the command “ fours left” the pivot 
man should close to facing distance. ‘Tactics prescribe that 
at the command march, aud during the wheel, the rear rank 
men close to facing distance. Instructions should be given 
correctly or not at all, A march company front was excel- 
lent, the wheels being as a rule good, except that the pivot 
guide stepped to the rear instead of the front ; single and 
double rank formations were excellently rendered ; a left 
wheel from a half was but poorly executed, and on its com- 
pletion the instructor posted the left or pivot guide and 
dressed the company to the left. The movement was 
repeated a number of times, the dress being wrong on every 
occasion. ‘The marching and wheelings were continued, the 
company showing a decided improvement; the attention, 
however, might be greatly improved upon. That this drill 
was needed was most plainly perceived, and we trust, in the 
interest of the regimeut, they will be continued during the 
drijl season. There is no doubt that the majority of these 
non-commissioned officers were fully qualified at the time of 
the issuiug of their warrants ; but for want of practice they 
have become careless and to a certain extent have forgotten

ELEVENTH N. Y. Brigape (Brooktyn).—General E, L. 
Molineux, commanding this brigade. bas perfected another 
new departure in tLe education of the State troops, and in 
order that his command may receive practical instruction in 
such duties as they are likely to be called upon to perform)in 
sudden emergencies, permission to use Fort Green Park, on 
the evening of December 15, has been secured.

a greater number than specified in the order volunteer, they 
wul be accepted, it being desired that as large a number as 
possible may participate in the advantages of the drill.

Gen. Molineux will superintend the action, and will direct the 
signals for the several attacks and retreat, the brigade signal 
corps being brought into requisition. Blank ammunition will 
be used, but in order to avoid the possibility of accidents the 
men are directed to leave bayonets and rammers in their 
armories, and for the same reason, officers, when moving in 
dark and unfamiliar places, will wear their swords in the 
scabbards. The drill will take place without regard to 
weather. In orders, Gen. Molineux takes occasion to ex- 
press to the officers and men of the 11th Brigade, his gratifi- 
cation at the soldierly alacrity manifested by them in the 
various evening street driils that have been ordered hereto-

He recommends an additional 
appropriation to cover the expenses of trigade encampments, 
favors the passage by Congress of a national militia law. and 
speaks of the necessities of the present force, especially in 
the way of modern arms and equipments, There has been 
expended under the laws for the pyst two years, for all mili- 
tary purposes, 3122.370.62. The expenses of his own oftice 
for that period have been $2,334.16, provided for froma 
separate fund, A considerable balance remains in the trea- 
sury for emergencies, subject to the order of the Governor. 
The number of Enfield ritles and equipments of old patterns 
in the hands of the troops is 2,922, and there are also 3,800 
rifles of modern pattern now in usc. Ammunition is in store 
of sufticient quantity to meet any emergency. He recom- 
mends some additional appropriations for the four batteries 
now in service. He recommends the building of a new arseual 
as @ very necessary measure, and asks additional force in the 
department, He has issued 2,40) certificates of service to 
veterans who have unfortunately lost their original papers 
since his last report.

TARGET PRACTICE. 


ELEVmNTH N. Y. BricapE (BRooKLyn).—The results of the 
field-work in rifle practice. for the season of 1880, of the 11th 
Brigade, N. G. 8S. N. Y. (Brigadier-General Edward L. Moli- 
neux), have been tabulated by Major Morris B. Farr, Brigade 
I. K. P., and embodied in a brief but comprehensive report 
to the General Iuspector of Rifle Practice, from which we 
make the following pertinent and suggestive extract: 

Creedmoor was occupied either wholly or partially on thir- 
teen days by the then several organizations of the brigade. 
The number of officers and soldiers actually shooting on the 
range, in class practice or directly for the marksman’s de- 
coration, during the season aggregated 1,660—a decrease of 
233 from the previous season, every organization in the bri- 
gade showing a decrease in its figure of merit from the pre- 
ceding year. It is obvious, says Major Farr, that any com- 
parison that may be made between the seasons of 1879 and 
1830, and which has for its basis the * figure of merit,” must 
necessarily be unfavorable to the latter year. For while the 
former presented opportunities for the qualification of 
marksmen and class practice, limited only by the range facili- 
ties and the amount of time at the command of an organiza- 
tion, the rules and regulations governing the season just 
closed have proved restrictive almost to the degree of being 
prohibitive. Taking everything into consideration. it is safe 
to assume that the opportunity for individual qualitication in 
this brigade has been curtailed by at least one-half, as shown 
by the reduction in the number of marksmen returned and 
the falling off in the progression of intermediate class shots. 

This brigade had the honor of instituting volley and file 
firing on June 24, the 32d regiment, Infantry, being the first 
organization in the National Guard to essay firing im mass, 
and with so pronounced success as to constitute a brilliant 
inquiry for the future of what cannot be regarded otherwise 
than as the most important event looking to the improve- 
ment of the National Guard which has transpired since the 
introduction of rifle practice. That inquiry has been abun- 
dantly fulfilled. It is matter of sincere regret, however, that 
the excellent work done in this especiil direction should be 
suffered to pass without the recognition commensurate with 
its importance. Taking the place of a certain portion of time 
heretofore devoted to individual practice, it is entitled to and 
should be taken into consideration in estimating the figure of 
merit. The basis of calculation laid down by the Depart- 
ment in the consolidated return is not only misleading as to 
the efficiency of an organization, but puts upon record a 
positive injustice. It requires slight argument to demon- 
strate that the effectiveness of a hundred shots projected in 
volley against a mob is in precise proportion to the number 
of rioters killed or disabled thereby. ‘The shot which goes 
through Jones’s head is equally *‘ valuable” with that which 
pierces Smith's heart; and a bullet in Brown's legs, necessi- 
tating the assistance of Robinson to drag his wounded frieud 
to a place of safety, couuts for as much as cither. Hence 
the efficiency of volley and file firing should be predicated 
upon the number of hits, and not upon the average value per 
shot, as established by the consolidated return. In support 
of this proposition, Major Farr presents a tabulated state- 
ment of the work of the brigade in mags firing, in which, 
while every organization shows a percentage of hits in excess 
of 40—the average being 50 per ceut.—in only two instances 
is a ** value per shot” exceeding “ outers” (the lowest po-si- 
ble rating) maintained. A more extended «nalysis would 
disclose even greater inequalities in the case of company 
organizations, but enough is shown by the figures given to 
make apparent the injustice, for example, of classifying a 
regiment like the 23d Infantry—with 50 per cent. of hits to 
its credit—as being unable to tind the target! 

Assuming the number of hits as the correct basis of calcu- 
lation, I arrive at the measure of efficiency of the several 
organizations of this brigade, as expressed by a “ figure of 
merit,” by the following computation: A ‘‘ marksman” 
equals 100 points in calculating the present figure. If he 
qualify in ten shots, each shot, therefore, has a value of ten 
points. Now. since we cannot compute mass firing by men, 
we have recourse to “strings,” or rounds, of tive shots, The 
single shot of the marksman is worth ten points; the single 


‘shot in volley or file tirmg, being discharged at an object 


three times the size (relatively) of the second-class target, is 
worth one-third as much, or 3}¢ points. But since the 
marksman has really the option of tweuty shots, we will call 
it four, making our string of five shots worth twenty points. 
Now, taking che record of the 47th regiment, Inlautry, we 
find 549 hits in volley and 528 in file firing, or a total of 1,077. 
Dividing this total by five we have 215 2 5 “strings,” which, 
multiphed by 20, equals 4,308 points; and this sum being 
divided by the strength of the regiment (460), gives 9.36 as 
the figure of merit. Applying this calculation throughout 
the brigade, and adding the result to the returned standing, 
the figure of merit of the 47th regiment would be increased 
from 26.61 to 35 93; the 32d, from 21.07 to 28.81; the 23d, 
from 28.76 to 31.80 (with only one day of practice in mass 
firing); Gatling Battery N, from 28.39 to 36 91, and Separate 
Troop, Cavalry, from 36.95 to 44.29. It is to be hoped that 
this subject will receive the attention 1t deserves, and that 
some method may be adopted which will give due credit for 
good work. 

Major Farr alludes to the gratifying circumstance that six 
of the nine Headquarters marksmen qualified in the face of 
a gale of wind aud rain, exceptional even in the experience 
of the range. on the morning following the annual ride of 
General Molineux and staff to Creedmoor—a ride accom- 
plished in the midst of the equinoctial storm—and in con- 
cluding his report refers to the disadvantages arising from 
the lstitude accorded to scorers, and recommends that in 
future the Department should eutrust no authority as to the 
conduct of the practice to its paid subordinates, but hold the 
Inspectors of Rifle Practice alone responsible for its faithful 
perfcrmance. 


Wuat 1s Destrep at CrEEDMOOR.—Major James E. Stet- 
son, Inspector of Rifle Practice, Connecticut N. G., has for- 
warded to General Wingate the following answers to the 
questions published in the JournaL. In doing so, Major 
Stetson states that he appreciates the difficulty of arranging 
any programme entirely satisfactory to all competitors, and 
has no desire to find fault with the management of the 
N. R. A. He does not think that anything could be gained 
by commencing the matches on Morday. It seems to him 
best to commence with short range shooting, and many com- 
petitors are anxious to enter these who will find it difticult to 
reach the range in time, witbout the additional expense of 
staying over Sunday. He considers Saturday is open to the 
same objection, though not perhaps to the same degree. He 
believes that the majority prefer cash prizes, but es tho 
number of shooters is limited he doubts if the Association 
could safely add $1,000 to the programme, unless matches 
could be arranged covering more timy and allowing re-entries. 
He favors introducing a few individual prizes in team 
matches, and states taut volley and file firing has not been 
introduced in Counecticut in prize meetings. He suggests 
that the N. R. A. should furnish the visiting team with camp 
equipage and that some arrangement could be made by 
which, without expense to the Association, the teams could 
be saved some trouble which they have experienced in pro- 








curing straw, etc., for their camp. He strongly favors addi- 
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| 
tional pool targets. In other respects he thinks the manage- } 
ment of the last meeting a matter of congratulation to the | 
Association. 

Colonel George Sanderson, Jr., Inspector of Rifle Practice, 
Pa., thinks that the number of pool targets should be in- 
creased. That the number provided heretofore has been so 
small as to cause a rush for them which interfered with the 
competitors’ subsequent shooting. He favors each competi- 
tor being allowed three bull’s-eye shots before commencing 
his score if he desires (like the old system of sighting shots), 
as giving every one a fair show. He thinks that team 
matches and individual matches should not be crowded into 
one day's time, and suggests dividing the meeting into three 
periods, one devoted absolutely to military team matches, 
one tv civilian team matches, and one to individual matches, 
and thinks that the Association lost money by reason of the 
inability of team men to get away so as to shoot in individual 
mitches. He thinks that the matches should be started | 
promptly on time, and all postponement rhould be decided 
on sufticiently long before hand to allow the men to remain 
in quarters. 

Colonel John C, Graves, 65th N. Y. (Buffalo), writes that 
that regiment having participated in but two of the fall 
meetings, their experience only warrants his making a few 
suggestions. His team has been much pleased with the pro- | 
visions made for their comfort by the Commissary General 
and officers of the N. R. A. He thinks that if Tuesday to 
Friday is not sufficient to perform the necessary shooting, 
that the meeting should be extended to include Monday and 
Saturday; but that all the matches in which the National 
Guard participate should in that cave be held between Tues- 
day and Friday. He recommends volley and file firing, and 
thinks that skirmishing matches should be introduced, the 
matches to be open to twelve from any organization of the 
National Guard. 

O. A. Morris, of the Binghamton Team, 20th Sep. Co., 
N. Y., thinks that matches could be commenced on Monday 
with advantage, and that all matches for military rifles 
should be finished on Friday. He thinks that individual 
matches for all comers, with unlimited entries, would be 
popular and profitable if part or all day could be given exclu- 
sively tothe match. That $1,000 in additional cash prizes 
would, undoubtedly, be returned in additional entries. Also 
that division matches would be more profitable if outside 
teains could shoot at the same time. He doubts if volley and 
file tiring or skirmishing would be a success. He suggests 
that in team matches each team be shot at the same time or 
be barred out, and thinks individual and team matches are 
crowded so as to prevent team men from doing their best, as 
they should not rush from one match to the other, but have 
ample time. 


NationaL RiFrte Assocration.—The Board of Directors 
held their regular monthly meeting at their new rooms, 37 
Park Row, on Tuesday, Dec. 7, Judge Gildersleeve in the 
chair. The treasurer, Hon. D. W. Judd, reported the re- 
ceipts for September, October, and November, as $8.291.82 ; 
expenditures, $8,218.89; thus leaving a cash balance in 
hand of $72.93. The liabilities of the N. R. A. are 2473.83, 
and uncollected debts, 2230. The report was referred to the 
Committee on Finance.

Major A. F. Klose was the executive 
officer, and not a single cause of complaint was found during 
both days. The Association have every reason to feel proud 
of the scores made in the 200 yards off-hand matches. As a 
rule they are the best ever shown in California.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Ir is regarded as contrary to etiquette in India, says 
the London T7'ruth, for any private individual, or any 
subordinate officer, to pass the carriage of a Governor. 
Lieut. Vernon was returning from the Poona races and 
passed the carriage of the Governor of the Bombay 
Presidency, who was airing himself, surrounded by 
native troopers. A trooper was sent after the Lieuten- 
ant to order him to come back. He refused, and struck 
the trooper; therefore he is to appear before a court- 
martial. 

Cart. Jas. Bryans, of England, in a recent work 
entitled ‘‘The War Press of the Future,” suggests the 
formation of an Army Press Department, to be non 
combatant, and to be constituted of retired officers 
qualified for the work, who should supply all the need- 
ful information respecting wars in preference to the 
present race of specials. The discretion of the former 
might, he thinks, be trusted to betray no secrets such 
as would be useful to the enemy, and they might be 
relied upon to tell all that it was desirable should be 
known, and in this way much hasty and valueless 
amateur criticism would be avoiced, both in letters and 
leading articles. 

Fo..ow1ne is a description of Sir W. Palliser’s new 
gun: The trial this week of the 64-pounder breech- 
loading gun has been a success. The breech action was 
admitted to be very simple and strong. The gas-check 
which, from the nature of gas-checks, must generally 
be liable to be injured, is, in this gun, always protected 
from accidental harm ; for before the breech of the gun 
can be opened, this gas-check must be drawn into a 
stout ring or ‘*protector,” and it cannot leave this pro- 
tector until the door of the breech is closed and auto- 
matically locked. The gun is fired by means of a lock 
and a detonator. The lock hasa full and half-cock. It 
cannot be full cocked, and therefore the gun cannot be 
fired until the breech is screwed quite home. In order 
to fire, the lock is full cocked, and the trigger pulled 
with astring. The charge is fired very much in the 
way an ordinary central fire, double-barrelled, breech- 
loading fowling piece is fired. There is no escape what- 
ever of gas, since there is no vent. After each round 
the lock was taken out and the nozzle of a steam hose 
inserted for about five seconds, the smoke was blown 
out of the gun, and the bore made perfectly clean. 
The steam condensed inside the bore and the hard 
deposit of the powder was at once carried out in a dark 
The gun was not 
sponged out. The invention is specially valuable for 
breech-loaders, because, when the breech of a large 
gun is opened after firing, the powder gases are stifling. 
The Palliser breech-loading plan was proposed to the 
late Ordnance Select Committee upwards of 17 yeurs 
ago. At that time the French government had only a 
few cast-iron rifled guns. The French breech-loader, 
introduced some time afterwards, is somewhat similar 
to the Palliser, as both guns are closed with a screw 
plug, which swings away from the breech. In the 
French gun the thread is interrupted, while it is con- 
tinuous in the Palliser gun. Sir W. Palliser has now, 
by dint of a very heavy expenditure of time and 
money, proved his case in a 84-ton breech-loader. He 
claims as a special merit of his invention that it enables 
all heavy wrought-iron muzzle-loading guns to be con- 
verted into breech-loaders at moderate cost. We under- 
stand that he is anxious to convert a 38-ton muzzle- 
loader into a breech loader, and we trust that in the 
interest of the service, and as a matter of fairness, his

A PATTERN and drawing have been sealed, says Broad 
Arrow, to govern manufactures of a steel naval travelling 
carriage for the 9-pounder rifled muzzle-loading gun of 
either 9 or Gcwt. The carriage consists of two 


steel bracket plates connected by steel transoms, and a 
steel trail eye. It 1s fitted with steel trunnion bearing 
and capsquares, and has a solid steel axletree secured to 
| the brackets by steel angles and clips, and supported by 
| wrought-iron tensile stays. The carriage is fitted with 
an elevating arrangement similar to that of the existing 
| 9-pounder field carriage, but the handwheel is in rear 
| between the brackets of the carriage instead of outside 
the 1ight bracket. The bearings and capsquares sup- 
| porting the elevating gear in the carriage are srranged 
| to carry the gear in either of the two positions so as to: 
| be suitable for either the 8 or 6 cwt. guns. A box for 
slow-match similar to that used for the wood carriage is: 
fitted to the left side of the trail. The axle-tree arms 
are of the same dimensions as those for the 9-pounder 
wrought-iron carriage. The wheels are 3 ft. 6 in. in 
| diameter, with 8-inch ring tires, and have gun-metal 
aves with grooved phosphor-bronze pipes. If de- 
manded separately they will be described as—‘‘ wheels, 
yal, metal nave, carriage, steel rifled M. L.

| 6 Ib.—total, 6cwt. 2 qr. 7lb. The immense gain in 
lightness in this carriage will be noted by those of our 
readers interested in the mobility of ordnance for field 
and boat purposes. 

SEVERAL new descriptions of prismatic powder, says 
Iron, Nov. 19, are being prepared at the Royal Gun- 
powder Factory at Waltham Abbey for the future ex- 
periment of the committees on heavy guns and explo- 
sives. The prisms will be of various forms and sizes, 
and some will be perforated to accelerate combustion. 
The researches into the properties of prismatic powder 
have engaged military and scientific men of various na- 
tions for many years; but it is only of late that the 
introduction of air-spaces into the cartridges has given 
a direction to experiments, and developed the full ad- 
vantages of the system. Some powders of this descrip- 
tion made in Russia and Germany have recently been 
tried, and the German prisms, which are about an inch 
long, have been found to be the best yet produced. The 
Government works at Waltham Abbey have manufac- 
tured some prisms so large as to weigh 4} oz. each 
‘‘orain,” but this Brobvdignagian powder has been 
discarded as overstepping legitimate growth, and the 
qualities about to be tested will probably not exceed 14 
inch in length, or rather more than 1 oz. per grain. 
There is now very little doubt that in some form or 
other the explosive material for employmet with great 
guns in the future will be prismatic gunpowder. 

Tue defenceless condition, says Brond Arrow, of the 
principal mercantile ports of the United Kingdom has, 
it appears, at last become apparent to the Powers that 
be. A committee of inquiry, consisting of naval and 
military officers, is to be appointed to investigate that 
subject. To defend our principal merchandise ports 
should be a peculiarly cheap and simple matter in these 
days of submarine mines, electric lights, torpedo-boats, 
ete. The experiments made two consecutive years at 
Southsea should have proved the advantage of the de- 
fence over the attack in a case uf torpedo warfare. In 
our opinion, we want an abundance of torpedo-boats— 
not necessarily Destroyers -although a few of them 
wouid be exceedingly useful, if they are capable of do- 
ing all that is alleged. Our torpedo-boats need not be 
armor clad, but they should be proof against the bullet 
from Gatiing or other such guns. If the Admiralty were 
to place a shallow-draught ironclad turret-ship at each 
of our principal mercantile ports, and to this vessel, asa 
headquarters, attach « certain number of torpedo-boats 
in proportion to the size of the port, they would, we be- 
lieve, be taking the first necessary step towards their 
defence. After that, if they were to man the vessel 
and boats with a 7olunteer naval reserve—properly 
drilled and instructed in the science of torpedo warfare 
and submarine mining—they would still be in the right 
track. A permanent staff of instructors belonging to 
the Royal navy would be the nucleus of euch naval 
corps, and if the public spirit and patriotism of each 
mercantile port would not as readily furnish nava) volun- 
teers as it now does rifle and artillery volunteers, we 
should be compelled to admit ourselves grievously mis 
taken. 

A NuMBER Of eminent German officers have under- 
taken the task of selecting from among the very bases 
of military science the works of such men as Frederick 
the Great, Scharnhorst, Clausewitz, Napoleon, Jomini, 
and other war captains, and supplying them to military 
students at a merely nominal cost. 

Tue Army and Navy Gazette reports that the Admi- 
ralty are far from satistied with their late experiment of 
offering a premium, as high as £200, for every quarter- 
knot realized by second class torpedo boats beyond the . 
contract speed of 15 knots an hour, and as the Ports- 
mouth engineers have reported strongly against the 
system of obtaining fancy speeds by exceptional devices, 
the practice will probably be abandoned. Indeed, as 
the craft are constantly breaking down under the very 
great pressure to which their machinery is subjected 
during the trials, the Admiralty have determined to 
insist upon a three hours’ continuous steaming before 
acceptance, instead of the customary runs upon the 
measured mile, and the new boats which are to be 
added to the torpedo flotilla are to be subjected to the 
new ordeal on the Thames.

A pattern has been sealed, says Broad Arrow, to 
govern manufacture of aninterchangeable revolver pistol, 
breech-loading, of the Enfield ‘‘ Mark I” design. It 
differs from previous patterns of Service revolvers 
chiefly in the simplification of the mechanism and in 
the arrangement for extracting empty cartridge cases. 
The principal parts of this pistol are the barrel, the 
cylinder, and the body. The barrel is attached to the 
body by means of a screw passing through a knuckle 
joint in an arm which projects below the breech-end. 
t is held in the firing position by a spring catch in front 
of the hammer. The ‘axis pin” of the cylinder is 
screwed into the body, its point resting in a recess in the 
joint arm of the barrel. A projection or boss on the 
cylinder engages in the same recess. By this arrange- 
ment when the catch holding the top bar is released 
and the barrel depressed, the cylinder is drawn along its 
axis, and the bases of the cartridges in the chamber 
being held by a radial extractor, which is free to move 
only a short distance along the ‘axis pin,” the cart- 
ridge cases are drawn from the chamber to such a dis- 
tance that those which are empty are free to fall away, 
while filled cartridges are held by the bullets remaining 
in the chamber. The pistol is loaded in the ordinary 
way. The lock action consists of seven components, 
viz., hammer, axis screw, trigger, trigger axis screw,

too fine a one to be lost, and we consequently steamed 
away in the teeth of a Bay of Biscay gale, which 
steadily grew angrier and wilder as we advanced all 
Wednesday, and during that night and the following 
morning blew at its hardest, accompanied by very 
heavy seas indeed. The actual rolling and pitching of 
the Livadia at the height of the gale was exceedingly 
small, never exceeding four degrees for the single roll, 
or seven degrees for the double roll, or five degrees for 
the forward pitch and nine degrees for the double 
pitch, so to speak. The horizontal steadiness was most 
remarkable, and, while in very agreeable contrast with 
my experiences of the last three years at sea in ordi 
nary ships, was full of significance as regards the possi- 
ble steadiness of gun platforms in ships of war. When 
we at length had crossed the Bay and got out of the gale 
and steamed into Ferrol, not the slightest damage of 
any description had been sustained (with an exception 
to be mentioned hereafter) cither to the vessel or to her 
boats, palaces, furniture, crockery, or anything what- 
ever. The dinner table was laid, the candelabra stood 
upon it, and the meals were served throughout the voy- 


at times tremendous ; 
Duke in refusing to turn back was justified. Before 
entering Ferrol one of the small compartments forward 
was found to be filled with water, and it was soon dis- 
covered that one of the bow plates had been stove in, 
and the plates in the neighborhood strained and made 
leaky. My own first impression was that the celluler 
bow had yielded to the direct impact of the sea during 
one of the most violent of the shocks which were felt ; 
but a close inspection of the injuries led us to the con 
clusion that the bow had been struck by some floating 
wreckage.”
